The per- 
centage of those who were wearing 
really well tilting shoes was it) per 
cent for the men and only 14 per 
cent for the women. 

Boys and girls examined during 
the survey showed a higher average 
of well fitted shoes. Forty five per 
cent of the boys were wearing shoes 
which were fitted well, and 39 9 per 
cent of the girls. 

The report based on the results of 
the survey and other Investigation 
stated that shoes for very small 
children should he absolutely flat on 
he sole. At age of five the child's 
foot begins to take shape and to 
arch and at that time shoes must be 
selected to fit the foot. For women, 
broad toes, a straight inside line 
from the ball of the foot to the tip 
of the toe, and heels ot avergge 
height were recommended.
